THE RESIGNATION OF COMMIS- 
SIONER BILDERRAIN, 


Which Is Followed by a Debate as 
to Spanish-Americans on the Po-

He spoke of the injury to the city and 
Boyle Heights by the blocking of First 
street. e said that the committee 
appointed by the meeting had ex- 
austed all honorable means to effect a 
compromise with the persons who are 
blocking the building of the viaduct. 
He thought the only manner in which 
the matter can be settled now is fortzhe 
Council to take it in hand and employ 
counsel to bring condemnation pro- 
ceedings at once. He had been told 
that, if properly pushed, the proceed- 
ings could be concluded in 40 days. 
r. Hamilton moved to receive the 
resolutions. Carried. 
Mr. Bonsall moved that the matter 
be referred to a special committee, with 
power to act in securing additional 
counsel to bring a condemnation suit. 
Carried. 
The president appointed Messrs. 
Hamilton, Brown and Summerland as 
the special committee. 
Assistant City Attorney Dunn pro- 
tested against the carrying out of the 
request of the resolutions, claiming 
that the action of the Boyle Heights 
ple and Council had already de- 
ayed the opening of First street. He 
said the reflection on the City Attor- 
ney’s Office is unjust. The oflice is do- 
ing all that can be done. Competent 
counsel has already been secured. 
Messrs. Chapman and Hendricks are

- MMR. BILDERRAIN RESIGNS. 

The Clerk then read the resignation 
of Refugio Bilderrain, Police Commis- 
sioner, as follows: 


To the Honorable Council of the City of 
Los Angeles—GENTLEMEN: Pursuant to 
the terms of the charter of the vity of Los 
Angeles, your honorable body appointed a 
Board of Police Commissioners, to which I 
was selected as one of its members. 

On March 23, 1889, the said commission 
elected Mr. J. F. Burns as Chief of Police, 
Who immediately entered upon the dis- 
charge of his duties, and with the aid of an 
efficient force selected by said commission, 
and under the direction of said Burns, all 
the evils therefore complained of have been 
gradually disappearing, and the c nfidence 
of the people was restored by the earnest 
efforts of the police department to render 
life and property secure. Your honorable 
body deémed it wise to remove from said 


commission Maj. W. C. Furrey, and in his | gj 


place was appointed by you one of the 
present incumbents, D. Gilbert Dexter, who 
met with his co-commissioners for the first 
time April 17, 1889. 

On May 15, 1889, at the meeting of the 
said Police Commission, three of the com- 
missioners, Lindley, Kuox and Dexter, 
carried a motion through the board, in the 
face ot the protest of Mayor Hazard and 
myself, by which the complexion of the 

lice force was materially changed, and 

mmediately removed, without cause or 
reason, 38 of the officers who had beeu pre- 
viously selected, and put in their place an 
equal number of men, some of whom do 
not — the legal qualifications required 
by the charter for such officers, and several 
are not even residents of the city. 

In making these changes the three mem- 
bers referred to singled out specially as the 
persons to receive their cundemnation all

This is the only 
legislative branch of the city government, 
and it is our sworn duty to see, among 
other things, thatan efficient police force 
is given them. 

‘he police question in this city has been 
the stumbling block in the path of munic- 
ipal legislators for many years past, und it 
thatthe new charter would 
y this by the appointment of a com- 
mission, so that the Council could devote 
its time and energies to other business. 1 
submit, Mr. President, that our fond hopes 
in this regard have not been realized. ‘he 
present condition of affairsin the police 
department is demoralizing in the extreme, 
and disastrous to the interests of good gov- 
ernment. We owe it to ourselves, gentle- 
men, and it isa solemn obligation, to the 
people, that the force at onee be organized 
upon a basis of the utmost efficiency, so 
that our time can be given to matters of im- 
portance that should engage our whole at- 
tention, instead of everlastingix flounder- 
ing around in the mire and bog of crimina- 
tion and recrimination over this police 
question.

BANTA’S WILL. 


WAS THE OLD MAN'S MIND 
POISONED AGAINST THEM? 


The Widow and Her Sixteen-year- 
old Daughter Bring Suit to Re- 
cover $100,000 Worth of Prop- 
erty—A Suit That Will Stir Up 
Pasadena. 


A prospective lawsuit over the es- 
tate of Isaac Banta, deceased, of Pas- 
adena, has stirred up a great amount 
of feeling in that city. The allega- 
tions made by the wife and daughter 
of the deceased against William Pierce 
aud his wife, Lucy Ann Pierce, are 
very ugly in their nature, and involve 
the possession of over $100,000 worth 
of real estate and personal property. 
Mrs. Pierce is also the daughter of 
the late Mr. Banta, and the charges 
are that she and her husband have 
entered inf® a cons tracy to defraud 
the widow and Martha M. Banta, the 
16- — daughter, out of their 
rights. 
early settlers of Pasadena, and was a 
prominent citizen. He did a 1 
real-estate business, and until the 
feeble days of the close of his life 
Was a very vigorous business man. 
The — are now being prepared 
and will shortly be filed for the be- 
ginning of a suit to recover the estate, 
which Pierce now holds as a trustee un- 
der a deed from Banta given before he 
died.

The complaint in the case sets forth 
that for a long time prior to the death 
of Isaac Banta, from the fall of 1887 
until the time of his death in the sum- 
mer of 1888, he was old, infirm and 
very feeble in mind and body, and 
wholly incapable of caring for himself 
or menses his business. He was 
addicted e excessive use of alco- 
holic liquors and laudanum. For sev- 
eral years prior to his death and up 


was on very unfriendly terms with 
William Pierce, and always looked on 
him with distrust and disfavor. After 
he had become enfeebled Pierce, know- 
ing his abnormal appetite for strong 
sfimulants, for the purpose of gaining 
control over him, induced Banta to 
leave his wife and home and live with 
him; that by furnishing him with 
liquor and laudanum he gained com- 
lete control over him. After Pierce 
ad done so he kept Banta shut up in 
aroom, and allowed him to see no 
one and go, nowhere. unless he was 
or went that Pierce and 
is wife poisoned hi 

Martha Banta and her mother, and in- 
duced him to regard them as enemies. 
By this means Pierce was able to man- 
age the estate to suit himself. Janu- 
ary 27, 1888, he induced Banta to exe- 
cute a deed,. purporting to convey to 
him all the property he owned for nat- 
ural love and affection, The property 
consists of land, notes and mortgages, 
valued at about „000. By the 
terms of the deed Pierce had himself

A FENDER 


That Fits a Dummy and Almost 
Scrapes the Track. 
William Chandler and James M. 
Hayes of Los Angeles have applied 
for a patent for afender or cowcatcher 
for street cars and cable cars. The 
design for the apparatus is simple and 
ingenious. A Times reporter was 
shown the plans yesterday by Mr. 
Chandler. he fender looks very 
much like an ordinary locomotive cow- 
catcher. Itis tobe attached in front 
of the dummy in a peculiar manner. 
The nose of the fender runs on little 
wheels working in a slot, and the back 
part runs on wheels which rest on 
the outside rails. The attachment to 
the car is made by a triple joint, 
which also hus spiral A The 
effect of the arrangement of wheels 
and attachments is to make the fender 
follow the elevations or depressions in 
the track. It has been a source of 
much trouble to inventors to secure a 
fender that will set close enough to 
the track. Mr. Chandler claims for 
his invention that he has solved that 
roblem, and his fender can be ad- 
justed to run within half an inch or 
less of the track. The invention, if it 
does what is claimed for it, will be a 
good thing for the inventors.»

“May 21, -1882,” says Stow, the cele- 


brated English antiquary, in his chroni- 
cles, there was a great earthquake in 
England at 9 of the clock, fearing 
the hearts of many; but in Kent it was 
most vehement. where it sunk some 
churches and threw them down to the 
earth.” In a song written at the time, 
which is still preserved, the earth- 
quake is treated as a warning to an 
over-careless people. The effect of an 
earthquake in producing serious feel- 
ings must of course depend upon the 
strength of the shock. Presumably 
the particular course which reforma- 
tion is to take will be determined in 
great measure by the kinds of profligacy 
and folly which prevail at the time. A 
Boston newspaper of 1727 announces 
that a. considerable town in this 
province has been so awakened by the 
awful providence in the earthquake 
that women generally laid aside their.
